Washington, Nov. 6 (ZP) — The 
Congress elected Tuesday is ex­ 
pected to give 
much 
smoother 
sledding to President 
Truman’s 
New Deal program, battered and 
often ignored by the Republican 
80th Congress. 
That program is 
topped 
by 
such things as broader social se­ 
curity coverage, anti-discrimina­ 
tion bills, public housing, public 
health insurance and federal aid 
for education. 
All these measures had been 
opposed in the past by many of 
the lawmakers who went down 
to defeat in this week’s 
voting. 
Those holdovers who had been in­ 
fluential 
in blocking the Presi­ 
dent will be in a much weaker 
position now, for Democrats will 
be in control of the law-making 
machinery. 
Clear Field In Senate 
Ousted from the Senate by the 
electorate were such opponents of 
Mr. Truman’s legislation as Ball 
(Minn.), Dworshak (Ind.), Rever- 
comb (WVA.), Robertson (Wyo.), 
Buck (Del.), Brooks (111.), and 
Wilson (Iowa)). 
Of the defeat­ 
ed Republicans only Cooper (Ky), 
gave the President much support. 
In the places of these senators 
when the 81st Congress convenes 
next January 3 will be Democrats 
Douglas (111.), Chapman 
(Ky.), 
F r e a r (Del.), Humphrey (Minn.), 
Gillette (Iowa), Neely (WVA.), 
Hunt (Wyo.), and Miller (Ida.). 
There is nothing in the record of 
these who have held public of­ 
f i c e previously to indicate that 
Mr. Truman can expect anything 
but cooperation from 
them, 
in

Toronto Bus 
Crash Kills 
Six; 65 Hurt 


Collision 
W ith 
Trolley 
Blamed On Rain 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 6 (ZP)—Six 
persons, 
including two women, 
were killed and some 65 others 
were injured early today when a 
streetcar and a chartered bus col­ 
lided on Toronto’s western out­ 
skirts. Fifteen of the injured were 
reported in critical condition. 
Police and hospital authorities 
i d e n t i f i e d the dead as Mrs.

Noble, Mr. and Mrs. David Armitt, 
Earl MeiKe and Gordon Beddie, 
all of Hamilton, Ont. 
The Canadian Coach Lines bus 
carried members of the Argyle 
and Sutherland Highlanders regi­ 
ment of Hamilton and their wives. 
They had attended a reunion par­ 
ty at a night spot near the west 
end Sunnyside amusement center. 
Most of the critically injured were 
passengers on the bus. 
Torches Free Victims 
The streetcar was filled with 
workers 
coming off the 
night 
shift at the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber company plant in subur­ 
ban New Toronto. 
The nose of the bus was tightly 
imbedded 
in 
the front 
of the 
streetcar. Rescuers used acetylene 
torches to cut through to the 
s c r e a m i n g , moaning victims 
trapped in the bus. 
One eyewitness said the bus 
apparently swerved in an attempt 
to miss a pedestrian. One of the 
unidentified bodies lying on the 
roadway following the crash was 
believed that of the pedestrian 
A motorist driving directly be­ 
hind the bus when the accident 
occurred said he saw the bu* 
swerve and then smash directly 
into the streetcar. Both the road­ 
way and the tracks were wet and 
greasy from the light rain which 
had been falling for several hours.

Canadian businessman at the Wal­ 
dorf-Astoria hotel. Police said he 
was traced through a match-book 
clue. 
The six-foot, well-dressed youth 
Ralph Edward Barrows, has con­ 
fessed, according to police. 
He was arrested last night in a 
midtown Manhattan tavern, about 
IO 
hours after Colin 
Cameron 
Mackellar, 56-year-old Textile Co. 
official, was found beaten to death 
in his tw’o-room, 19th-floor 
hotel 
suite. 
Assistant District Attorney Har­ 
old Birns quoted Barows as saying 
that he met Mackellar at the hotel 
Astor bar, and that later, the two 
went to the Canadian’s 
Waldorf- 
Astoria apartment where they got 
into a fight and 
Mackellar was 
knocked to the floor. 
Chief medical 
examiner 
Dr. 
Thomas A. Gonzales said Mackel­ 
lar, married and the father of two 
children, died of a fractured skull 
and ruptured intestines after 
be­ 
ing “punched, kicked or 
jumped 
upon.” 
Police said there was a pair of 
highball glasses on the table and 
some ice setups for whisky drinks 
indicating 
Mackellar 
had 
had 
company, but that 
no 
one 
had 
seen him with guests. A 
match­ 
book cover 
was 
found 
on 
the 
floor. 
It listed the name of a tavern, 
police said, where a 
waitress 
pointed out Barrow's to a 
detec­ 
tive. The waitress was quoted

Fireworks Leave 
Stale Legislative 
Scheme Up In Air 


Keyes A ttem pts To Take 
Over Governor's Job 


Lansing, Nov. 6 i/P>—A date tor 
a special “pay boost” session of 
the legislature was up in the air 
today and likely to stay there an­ 
other 48 hours at least. 
Atter being called for Tuesday, 
the session w'as blocked by Gov- 
j ernor Sigler in a remote control 
strategem en route to his Arizona 
post-election vacation. 
The call was made and retract­ 
ed cathin a space of 12 hours. 
Some fireworks attended the pro­ 
cedure. 
Shortly atter midnight, follow­ 
ing a telephone consultation with 
Sigler, the executive office re­ 
versed itself and took back its an­ 
nouncement that a special session 
w’ould open Tuesday. 
Sigler de­ 
manded a re-examination of legal 
questions. 
More Argument Monday 
It was now uncertain when, or 
if, there would be a call. 
The 
executive office said there would 
be further discussions Monday. 
The special session w’ould vote 
pay raises for stale officials and 
legislators and also might consid­ 
er increased gasoline and automo­ 
bile license (weight) taxes. 
Late Friday came the announce­ 
ment, later to be retracted, of the 
session. 
Without specific authority from 
Gov. Sigler, on his way to Arizona 
for a vacation, George R. Averill, 
Sigler’s executive secretary, an­ 
nounced plans to call the legisla­ 
ture Tuesday to implement the 
voters approval of constitutional 
amendments 3 and 4, permitting 
higher salaries. 
Averill said the call would have 
to go out in the name of Lt. Gov. 
Eugene C. Keyes in Sigler’s ab­ 
sence and that Keyes w'ould be 
asked to convene the session. 
Gas Taxes Fought 
Keyes, who has long wanted to 
be governor, announced at once 
that he had already authorized 
Averill to issue the call and that 
if there were enough “pressure” 
from lawmakers he would open 
the session to consideration of 
higher gas taxes. 
(A special .session can consider 
only those questions submitted by 
the chief executive.) 
Averill hit the ceiling. 
He said that Sigler, before he 
left Michigan, had expressed will­ 
ingness to get the lawmakers to­ 
gether to vote the pay raises if it 
would be legal. 
But, Averill said, Sigler was 
flatly opposed to considering the 
increased auto taxes. 
He vetoed 
a gas tax increase last year much 
to Keyes* disgust. 
Averill said he w’ould ask Keyes 
to promise not to go into the gaso­ 
line tax question, but Keyes told a 
reporter he would make no such 
promise. 
If enough lawmakers want to 
consider it, he said, they can do so. 
Key??' remark was taken as an 
invitation fm pre sure from law­ 
makers, many of whom pleaded

One of the boys was taken to 
the morgue to view Gervais’ body 
and he was quoted by 
police 
as 
saying, “I'm sorry it happened.” 
The boy’s body, partly covered 
with leaves, was 
found 
near

swimming pool in the park, in the 
south side stockyards district, by 
three small school girls, 
An 
18- 
inch iron bar was found near the 
body. The boy’s clothing was dis­ 
arranged. 
A few hours 
earlier, 
Gervais’ 
mother, Mrs. Clara Foote. 45, had 
appeared at tile stockyards police 
station to report him missing. She 
collapsed in the station and

Perhaps hunters may not have realized it 
but the long drought had created an ex­ 
plosive fire situation that, if it had con­ 
tinued for the next two weeks, may have 
necessitated postpostment of the deer h u n t­ 
ing season. It would have been an invita­ 
tion to disaster to turn 
150,000 
hunters 
loose in the woods under such extrem e con­ 
ditions. Fortunately, the immediate d an ­ 
ger of trem endous forest fire losses 
has 
been dissipated by the heavy rain that fell 
over most of the forest arca of the Upper 
Peninsula. The Lower Peninsula, too, e x ­ 
perienced 
a 
long 
needed 
rainfall, 
the 
w eather bureau retorted. 
The heavy rainfall helped, too, to bring 
the w ater tables of lakes and streams up 
somewhat, although admittedly consider­ 
ably more rain Is still needed if a drastic 
pow er shortage is to be averted in the ap­ 
proaching months of winter.

Thursday night’s rain, all of the electricity 
generated for consumption in Escanaba 
and Gladstone was produced from steam 
generators. W ater levels at hydro-electric 
dams were too low to help meet the power 
problem. 


Practical Education 
SCH O O LS of Delta county will close on 
^ Dec. 7 to permit more than 250 teach­ 
ers to attend a unique short-course in busi­ 
ness and industrial methods. 
The teachers will be separated into small 
groups and assigned to spend the day at 
the various establishments. 
After tours 
through the plants, 
they will engage in 
lengthy discussions with executives of Hie 
concerns. 
Main purpose is to acquaint the educa­ 
tors with the policies and personnel needs 
of business and industry. 
In the discus­ 
sions, 
the 
teachers and employers will 
dwell on employment procedures, on-the- 
job training programs, 
human relations, 
incentives, problems of youth adjustment, 
and public relations. 
More than IOO schools are participating 
in this experimental program this fall. Ac­ 
tually, it is not an experiment, for it has 
been already tried out at Iron Mountain 
and other cities, and it works. The con­ 
crete results have been the development of 
a better understanding of the problems of 
industry, business and the schools.

the same sort of conditions in Donora. Sin­ 
gle deaths might be put down to heart dis­ 
ease and asthma and little further thought 
given to them. But 20 deaths are in the n a ­ 
ture of a m ajor tragedy 
and 
likely 
to 
prompt a thoroughgoing investigation into 
the lethal qualities of smog in the Pennsyl­ 
vania town. 
Other towns and cities afflicted with fog 
and smoke conditions would 
do 
well 
to 
heed the lesson of Donora. They may be in 
no immediate or even distant danger of 
having a similar tragedy overtake them, 
but if smog can kill It can also inflict less 
obvious but nevertheless serious and last­ 
ing injury.

Folklore Study 
A 
MERICANS can learn more about the 
cultural history of their own land by 
more serious attention to folklore, 
Dean 
Smith Thompson of Indiana university told 
the American Philosophical Society at its 
recent meeting in Philadelphia, 
The great recent vogue for folklore in 
this country has been largely on the amuse­ 
ment and amateui levels, Dean Thompson 
said. 
More serious attitudes toward the 
work are needed, however. 
Folklore includes all kinds of tradition, 
guch as songs, legends, tall tales, anecdotes, 
customs, folk melodies, seasonal celebra­ 
tions, dances and games. About a year ago, 
Richard Dorson of Michigan State college 
made an intensive study of Upper Penin­ 
sula folklore.

Michigan may now lay claim to 
having the largest standing white 
spruce tree.

Pension Plan Puts 
State of Oregon In 
Financial Dungeon 
Salem, Ore., Nov. 6 (ZP)—Red­ 
faced Oregonians who found out 
—too late—they had voted them­ 
selves into a financial dungeon, 
looked to the courts and the state 
legislature today to bail them out. 
The Oregonians gave thumping 
approval at the polls lo a $50 
monthly old-age pension plan—to 
he paid regardless of

pient’s need. 
At once bond companies with­ 
drew bids on $2,000,000 in state 
bonds. 
“The state is a poor risk. 
Ifs 
darned near insolvent,” one in­ 
vestment expert explained. 
Startled Oregonians then learned

$9,000,000 monthly— 
three limes what the state spends 
now on all its activities. Further­ 
more, no provisions had been made 
to finance the pensions. 
The State Public Welfare com­ 
mission announced it would send 
out no further old-age assistance 
checks until the new law is clari­ 
fied. 
Even the Townsend club spon­ 
sors of the pension plan were con­ 
trite. 
“It wasn’t what we intended. 
We don’t want to bankrupt 
the 
state,” their spokesman said, add­ 
ing, “We will ask the next legis­ 
lature to change the law.”

tended Keyes could act only with 
Sigler's permission. 
Attorney 
General 
Eugene 
F. 
Black said state attorneys dis­ 
agreed on the amount of power 
the lieutenant governor has in the 
governor’s absence. He said Keyes 
probably could do as he wished if 
he declared an emergency existed 
on the state’s highways because of 
a financial shortage and gave the 
governor time to get back to 
Michigan before acting. 
Averill said that in that case 
Sigler 
would 
return 
from

Tucson, Ariz., holiday. 
The decision to call the legisla­ 
ture came .suddenly.
